Chicago, Dec. 28.— In reviewing the 
year's work of the United SUtee army 
fin the department of the lakes, MaJ. 

Gen. John C. Eatea, commander In- 
chief of this territorial division, says 
that the character and appearance of 
.recruite le not up to the aane atand 
krd ai ooBpared wtOt those of former 
lyean, the number of undeveloped 
'youths being especially noticeable. Ac- 
cording to tho report the "Raby Blue" 
jfaclngs for infantry Is unpopular and 
iwithout exception is opposed by all 
lintaiitry offlcen and a return to the 
white facings Is nnivereially desired, 
las Is also the retention of the officers' 
iblue overcoats In lieu of the now olive 
drab ovcrfoat. Tho general mess sys- 
tem in operation throughout the de- 
partment is declared unsatiirfactory 
•and a return to oompaa/^mess system 
Js recommended. 

In discussing the need of a military 
prison which the report declares has 
been fully demonstrated, Oea. Bates 
cays: 

"The post guard houses have been 
overcrowded, although under instruc- 
tions from superior authority I have 
released many prisoners where in my 
Judgment such action was not likely 
to be detrimental to discipline and, in 
some cases. I am afraid I have rather 
exceeded that limit in efforts to reduce 
the number of prisoners. Purtbermore 
t think it has a bad effect upon tho 
young soldier entering the serviro to 
have constantly before bis eyes these 
old soldiers serving long sentences and 
that it would be in the interest of dis- 
cipline to send an men under eentence 
lof a year or more away from the poet 
to a military prison.

Turner had refused to pay for a 
drink and a guarrel followed. 



Grand Rapids, Mich., Dee. St.— Sun- 
day night the death list received from 
the head-on collision between two Pere 
Marquette railroad passenger trains 
near East Paris Saturday evening 
stands at 22 with 38 persons injured, 
several of them probably fatally. 

The wrack, fautead of being caused 
by man's carelessness or mistake, is 
charged to the high wind which ex- 
tinguished the rod signal light in flio 
order board at .McCord's station, where 
the west bound train was expected to 
stop and receive new mrders. Two 
minutee before the train rushed by 
McCord's tho light was burning, says 
the operator there, but in that brief 
interval the bli/.zard tiiat was raging 
extinguished it and train No. 5 flashed 
by the station to crash into east-bound 
train No. 6 near Bast Paris. The 
trains, which were two of the finest 
on the system, were rediurd to a 
promiscuous pile of brolien and twist- 
ed tinilier and metal, with dead and in- 
jured pinned down and crushed by the 
fragmMita ot the heavy cars. 

Five cars and two large locomotives 
were Jammed Into a space ordinarily 
ocrupled by three coaches and the 
wreckage was strewns across the rail- 
road right of way from fonre to fence. 

There was no chance of the faat-run- 
ning trains to see each other through 
the driving blizzard in time to even 
slow-down. The west-bound engine 
drove through No. r/s engine like a 
wedge, separating the gear from the 
boiler and standing tho latter on end 
like a broken, twisted shell. The run- 
ning gear was crumpled up like so 
qmeh twine. Great cast steel side rods 
beitt into many shapes and even the 
stool tires of tho big driving wheels 
split and sprung from the wheels, 
landing In some cases ten feet from 
the engine. The boiler of engine No. 
S97 turned over several times and the 
very force of tho twisting impact 
seems to have been the means of sav- 
ing the life of Engineer Waterman. 
He was flung 40 feet over the fence at 
the edge of the right of way. Moon, 
his fireman, was sitting on the oppo- 
site sids of the cab and he. too, was 
thrown clear of tho pile of wreckage. 

As the trains came together the 
steam domes of each boiler blew off, 
releasing their contents, else there 
would have been added horrors from 
the blistering steam. 

The east-bound train was composed 
of a mail and baggage ear combina- 
tion smoker, buffet parlor car, day 
coach and diner. The baggage coach 
caught between the engine and heavy 
train, crumpled up like pasteboard, 
only the roof remaining partially un- 
broken. The big blind mall coach, 
heavily bulkheaded, took the brunt of 
the blow but withstood the crash and 
communicated It to the smoker next 
in the rear. The smoker was swept 
clean, as the mail car telescoped Its 
entire length and turned over at the 
north side of the track. 

The smoker in turn crashed several 
feet Into the parlor car and It was at 
the rear end of the smoker and for- 
ward end of the cafe car where the 
passengers were killed and Injured. 
From a space six feet square the bod- 
lea of two women, a boy and a man 
wore taken out. 

According to statements made by 
efllcials of the Pere Marquette the 
west-bound train was traveling down 
grade at the rate of 60 miles an hour. 
The east-bound train was climbing the 
hill at a speed of 40 miles an hour. 

When tho engines met one turned 
completely over and lay with its nose 
In a direction opposite to that In which 
it had been trav^lng. The other 
climbed tho wreckage of the first. Its 
Holler torn from the trucks, standing 
erect in the center of the debris. 

The first relief train sent out from 
here brought In the injured and those 
of the dead who could be recovered 
without the aid of the wreek|iaK outfit 
Tho second relief train wftb the tool 
ear and steam crane was sent to the 
#reck sa soon as the temporary hos- 
pital train had arrived here. Within 
SO minutes the wrecking crew bad ta- 
ken out eight bodies which were froa- 
en stiff. These were brought here and 
sent to the morgue. Shortly beCorr 
noon a third train from the wreck ar- 
rived with the last of the bodies.

When the vessel 
gave way to the pressure it keeled over 
against the wharfboat and all of the 
upper work waa crushed and the boat 
probebaly damaged beyond repair. 

Later thick ice from thf? gorges 
struck the sunken Grapevine, broke 
tho packet Into pieces and took the 
wreckage down stream so that It is a 
total wreck. Nothing could be leaned 
of the bun Sunday night 

The rise in tho river In connortion 
with heavy Ice from the gorge.'? caused 
over $100,000 of other dama'j:e in the 
Cincinnati harbor Sunday. The larg- 
est loser was the Cincinnati Gas Oo. 
Twenty-five of its barges loaded with 
coal w^e broken from moorings; eight 
were caught and 17 wore lost. Seven 
barges at the new city water works 
were also carried away, but afterward 
caught. A drift of 60 logs was broken 
loose above Coney iBlaad With six men 
on them aad tho men were not res- 
cued until they reached this city, hav- 
ing been in a perilou.s condition dur- 
in:,' all the distance of 15 miles. 

The Idler, a pleasure excursion 
steamer owned by a club, was ground 
to pieces by the leo hero Bttadsy iHglit 
after being brcriken from her moorings. 
Loss $5,000. As the Ice Is passing out 
nearly all the coal fleets Ilt^ have lost 
bart;es.

Tli'> ef)rpe at 
Sprint-'dale still holds and but little Ice 
is float in;.; in either the Alleghedy or 
MonouRahela rivers.
